W. A. C. asks: Discharged sergeant April 4, 
1922; re-enlisted as sergeant April 5, 1922 
My pay was $67.50 I have to date 20 years, 
3 months and 8 days Am I entitled to five 
per cent. increase under old bill! Should my 
pay be $72.50 or $67.50 a month? 

Answer: The act of June 10, 1922, provides 
under sec. 16: ‘‘Nothing contained in this act 
shall operate to reduce the total of the pay 
end allowances which any enlisted man of the 
Army is now receiving during his current en 
listment and while he holds his present grade 
or rating.’’ The effect of this provision is to 
grant to an enlisted man in case the total of 
tis pay and allowances under prior laws in 
effect on June 30, 1922, is greater than the 
total of his pay and allowances under the act 
of June 10, 1922, the right to continue to 
receive the pay and allowances as prescribed 
by the prior laws until the termination of the 
enlistment or extended enlistment in which 
serving on June 30, 1922, if he continue in 
the same grade or rating, to the extent that he 
would have been entitled thereto had the legis- 
lation of June 10, 1922, not been enacted. It 
does not however, give him the right to the 
items of pay and allowances that may be 
greater under the prior laws and also to those 
that may be greater under the act of June 10, 
1922 (Finance Memorandum No. 72, 0O.C.0O.F., 
Aug. 31, 1922). You would be entitled to 
longevity pay under the act in which you en- 
listed provided your grade did not change be- 
fore June 30, 1922. 

E. R.—The law forbidding dual salary to a 
person drawing $2,500 yearly follows: ‘‘No 
person who holds an office the salary of annual 
compensation attached to which amounts to the 
sum of $2,500 shall be appointed to or hold 
any other office to which compensation is at- 
tached unless specially heretofore or hereafter 
specially authorized thereto by law; but this 
shall not apply to retired officers of the Army 
or Navy whenever they may be elected to pub- 
lic office or whenever the President shall ap- 
point them to office, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate’’ (sec. 2, act of 
July 31, 1924 making appropriations for legis- 
lative, executive and judicial expenses). The 
restrictive clause does not mean that the pay 
of two offices together may not exceed $2,500. 


J. S. asks: I am to be promoted to the 
grade of list sergeant from sergeant. I am 
now drawing the old pay as sergeant. When 


promoted to Ist sergeant will I draw the old 
or new pay? 

Answer: When promoted you will draw the 
new rate of pay. 


P. T. ©. asks: (1) Is a staff sergeant, a 
married man, entitled to quarters on the post 
at which he is serving? (2) If quarters are 
not available can he be placed on commutation 
status? (3) If quarters have not been avail- 
able for the past seven months, and this staff 
sergeant has been compelled to provide quar- 
ters off the post, can he draw back commuta- 
tion pay? 

Answer: (1) Yes, he is entitled to quarters. 
(2) Yes, by proper certificates and order by 
the commanding officer. Read carefully par. 
1044, A.R., as amended. (3) Yes, on issuance 
of proper orders. 


G. A. 8. asks: During the war I served as 
a commissioned officer and received additional 
pay due to my having 12 years’ credit for 
service in the National Guard. I served these 
12 years as an enlisted man but received credit 
for three fogies, thus giving me 30 per cent. 
increase over the base pay of my rank. Now 
in your issue of May 12, 1923, you give the 
beginning of the Interpretations of the Pay 
act, and in sec. 3 under the heading ‘‘Al- 
lowed’’ (in computing only) reads: ‘*All com- 
missioned service in Organized Militia prior to 
Jan. 21, 1903 as well as service between Jan. 
21, 1903, and July 1 1916, shall be counted 
in computing 3-year periods.’’ Decision Oct. 
6, 1922. Now I hold a captain's commission 
in the O.R.C. and wish to know what rate of 
pay I am entitled to, based on the following 
military service: Jan. 21, 1903, to Dec. 29, 
1916, enlisted man, Ind. Nat. Guard, 13 years; 
Aug. 27, 1917, to Nov. 27, 1917, student 2d 
training camp, 3 months; Nov. 27, 1917, to 
Dec. 31, 1918, Ist Lt., U.S.A., 1 year, 1 month, 
4 days? 

Answer: Officers of the Reserve Corps and 
National Guard are entitled to count commis- 


sioned service only for longevity purposes, sec. - 


3 of the act of June 10, 1922, reading as fol- 
lows: ‘‘That when officers of the National 
Guard or of the Reserve forces of any of the 
Services mentioned in the title of this act are 
authorized by law to receive Federal pay, those 
serving in grades corresponding to those of 
colonel, lieutenant colonel, major, captain, 1st 
lieutenant and 2d lieutenant of the Army shall 
receive the pay of the 6th, 5th, 4th, 3d, 2d and 
Ist periods, respectively. In computing the 
increase of pay for each period of 3 years’ 
service, such officers shall be credited with 
full time for all periods during which they 
have held commissions as officers of any of the 
Services mentioned in the title of this act, or 
in the Organized Militia prior to July 1, 1916, 
or in the National Guard, or in the Naval 
Militia. or in the National Naval Volunteers, 
or in the Naval Reserve Force or Marine Corps 
Reserve Force, when confirmed in grade and 
qualified for all general service, with full time 
for all periods during which they have per- 
formed active duty under Reserve commissions, 
and with one-half time for all other periods 
during which they have held Reserve commis- 
sions.’’ Inactive duty with the National Guard 
Reserve cannot be counted. You would be 
entitled to $200 monthly pay plus rental and 
subsistence allowances. 


T. B.—Company E, 2d Battalion, 27th Inf. 
Vols., arrived in P.I. Oct. 21, 1899; left P.I. 
Feb. 18, 1901. You are apparently entitled to 
double time for above service. 


DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER 
GENERAL. 


A corporal whose enlistment dated from Oct 
12, 1920, was reduced to private Ist class July 
31, 1922, on account of reduction in the re 
eruiting force He was again promoted to cor 


be | 


poral Nov. 15, 1922. The Comptroller General 
decides that the saving clause in the Pay act 
of June 10, 1922, which had retained for the 
corporal the pay rates of the acts of May 18 
and June 4, 1920, ceased to operate in his 
favor upon his reduction in grade July 31, | 
1922, and that thereafter his pay should 
based on the act of June 10, 1922. His subse 
quent promotion to grade of corpora! did not 
restore him to the benefits of the saving clause. 
An Army field clerk who originally entered 


the military service as an enlisted man and is 
discharged as an enlisted man to accept an ap- 
pointment as an Army field clerk is entitled to 
the same travel pay rights as an officer of the 
Army, when discharged as such clerk, that is, 
from place of discharge to place he originally 
entered the military service, four cents a mile. 


OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE 
GENERAL, U.S. NAVY. 


_In an opinion regarding line of duty of re- 
tired officers the J.A.G. holds that it has been 
fully established that it is not necessary that 
an individual in the naval service be on active 
duty at the time his death occurred, in order 
to warrant the holding of line of duty. But 
when his death has occurred after he has been 
placed on the retired list of the Navy, and 
while he is not on active duty, it is necessary 
that the records show that his death was caused 
by some incident originating while on active 
duty, before a holding of line of duty is war- 
ranted. For example, if a retired officer, while 
going about his private affairs, had been struck 
by lightning or killed in some other manner 
wholly disconnected with the naval service or 
had died as a result of some disease not due 
to prior service conditions, his death should not 
be held to have occurred in the line of duty. 
Where, however, it is shown by the records 
of the Department that his death was due to 
a disability, not the result of his own miscon- 
duct, originating while in active service, the 
Department is of the opinion that it should be 
held that his death is the result of an incident 
of the service and therefore in the line of duty. 


Travel Allowance Waiver by Enlisted Men. 


The question was presented as to whether 
or not the Government may be considered as 
having fulfilled its obligation to a man to return 
him to the place of acceptance for enlistment 
as provided in the act of Sept. 22, 1922 (42 
Stat. 1021), when it has tendered him the op- 
portunity of Government transportation to the 
port nearest the place of acceptance, plus five 
cents per mile by rail, thence to the place of 
acceptance for enlistment; and whether or not 
the man under the above circumstances may de- 
cline this offer for his own convenience and 
may legally waive all right to transportation 
upon discharge of the expiration of his enlist- 
ment, (a) in order that he may be permitted 
to remain on his present ship or at his present 
station and be given the opportunity to re-en- 
list or extend his enlistment under continued 
service, or (b) in orler that he may be dis- 
charged from the sh‘p or at the station on which 
then serving. 

Held: Where the Government for the con- 
venience of the enlisted man permits him to re- 
main until the expiration of his enlistment at 
the place selected and designated by him, and 
in its turn waives the right to furnish trans- 
portation in kind to said enlisted man to the 
place of his enlistment, it appears that the pur- 
pose and intent of the law has been complied 
with. In the case wheve by mutual voluntary 
agreement proposed by the enlisted man for his 
own convenience, he is discharged at the place 
selected by him, the Government’s obligation in 
the matter is fulfilled. 

If, however, the Government chooses to trans- 
fer him to the port nearest to the place of ac- 
ceptance of enlistment for the purpose of dis- 
charging him at said port, it may do so. In 
this event he will be entitled to receive five 
cents per mile for transportation thence to the 
place of acceptance for enlistment, even though 
said enlisted man may have offered to waive 
all right to transportation upon discharge at 
the expiration of his enlistment. 


Nurse Corps Clothing and Equipment. 


Held: That each member of the Navy Nurse 
Corps in the Service on July 1, 1923, who has 
not received an outfit of clothing on first ap- 
pointment similar to that authorized for mem- 
bers of the Army Nurse Corps on first appoint- 
ment, is entitled to receive said outfit on July 
1, 1923, or as soon thereafter as practicable, 
and each nurse thereafter entering the naval 
service sha!l receive said outfit on first appoint- 
ment, 


Naval Reservists’ Medical Treatment. 


Held: That members of the Naval Reserve 
Force on duty under competent orders on board 
Naval Reserve vessels in any capacity other 
than at drills are in the “active service,’ and 
that while performing said service they are 
entitled to be furnished with mediéal care and 
treatment by the Government, and that when 
such care and treatment. cannot be furnished 
in kind by the Navy the law authorizes its 
procurement from outside sources, the Govern- 
ment being responsible for the expense thereof if 
properly authorized and incurred. 

That when it becomes necessary to incur ex- 
penses for medical and hospital services for 
members of the Naval Reserve Force procured 
from sources outside the Government where med- 
ical and hospital treatment cannot be furnished 
in kind by the Navy, that the Government is 
responsible for the total expense of the medical 
treatment and hospital service thus rendered 
regardless of whether or not their period of 
service would have terminated except for the 
disability arising, prior to the termination of 
said treatment.
